After full consideration of the response filed 21 June 2005, and in particular the 
remarks/arguments as set forth on page 9, line 1 through page 10, line 14, Applicant's arguments 
with respect to the prior art of Yamaguchi (U.S. Patent Application Publication 2001/0040194) 
are persuasive in the fact that the prior art of record, and particularly the prior art of Yamaguchi, 
does not anticipate or render obvious the feature with respect to the intersecting point being 
positioned between the first and second ends of the guiding means in combination with the 
specific dimensions as recited on lines 18-19 of claim 1, and lines 17-18 of claim 10.
